If  seeas  go  lower  in  price  I will  give  the  people 
the  benefit.  All  seeds  re-cleaned  and  tested  for 
germination. 

Mosc  grass  seeds  are  scarce  this  season  and 
high  in  price,  some  things  dearer  than  ever  was 
known  before.  Medium  and  Mammoth  Clover 
being  so  high  in  price,  would  advise  sowing  more 
Alsike  and  Timonthy  on  land  adapted  to  crowing 
Alsike.  Alsike  has  more  than  twice  as  many 
seeds  in  a pound  as  Medium  or  Mammoth  Clover 
has,  and  where  land  is  adapted  to  growing  Alfal- 


fa,  sow  more  alfalfa.  A good  many  are  succeed- 
ing in  sowing  alfalfa  on  wheat  ground  early  in 
spring.  I furnish  Bacteria  for  inoculat'ng  Pine 
Tree  and  Globe  brand  Alfalfa  in  quantities  of  30 
pounds  or  more  of  seed.

GLADIOLUS. 

Our  bulbs  are  of  usual  size  this  year.  They  are 
very  easily  grown.  Plant  wheru  ground  gets  set- 
tled, give  good  cultivation.  Plant  large  bulbs  3 
or  4 inches  deep;  small  bulbs  2 or  3 inches;  6 
inches  apart  in  double  rows  so  they  will  support 
each  other.  Gladiolus  when  in  bloom  present  a 
very  nice  appearance  and  flowers  in  a vase  will 
last  from  one  to  two  weeks  if  water  is  changed 
often.  All  the  Gladiolus  that  I offer  for  sale 
(excepting  Mrs.  Francis  King)  were  grown  from 
seed.  I began  twelve  years  ago  and  have  been 
selecting  the  best  colors  from  those  each  year 
and  discarding  the  poorer  and  weaker  flowers.
